“The introduction of this 
order will help us to cut red 
tape and reduce bureau¬ 
cracy, creating a positive 
environment to expand and 
encourage new businesses.” 

Outline proposals put 
forward by the St Francis 
Group for 250 new homes, a 
hotel, railway station, busi¬ 
ness units, restaurant and 
care home to create 400 jobs 
were given the go-ahead by 
the council last month.

THE West Midland Safari 
Park’s expansion pro¬ 
posal moved closer to 
reality when draft plans 
for the development were 
submitted to council 
bosses 

The plans are for a number of major 
developments at the popular Bewdley 
attraction. 

They include the creation of a hotel, an 
indoor water park and a link to the 
Severn Valley Railway. 

The draft plans have gone to Wyre 
Forest District Council. 

The document has been submitted so 
that further talks can take place with the 
authority and changes made to the 
scheme before a final version of the brief 
is formally submitted. 

Spokesman Richard Boother, of RPS 
Planning, said sending the draft brief 
was an important and necessary step in 
the planning process. 

“Essentially we have included details 
of all the proposals we are putting 
forward for the park in this draft plan 
and have sent it on a more informal basis 
to the council,” he said. 

Consideration 

“This will allow talks to take place with 
officials from the authority on what we 
want to do. They will then be able to give 
us their views. It will allow any alter¬ 
ations to be made to the brief before the 
final version of the document is submit¬ 
ted to the council for consideration. 

“The scheme is moving in the right 
direction and work is ongoing.” 

Once the final development brief is 
submitted, a final decision on its contents 
is not expected until the end of the year 
due to the scale of the plans. 

If it is approved the first formal plan¬ 
ning applications for developments at the 
site would be submitted in early 2013. 

The proposed 250-bedroom hotel 
would be built in a safari style and offer 
visitors views over the attraction. 

The park covers nearly 200 acres with 
a four-mile, self-drive safari. Other 
attractions include a sealion aquarium, 
reptile house and an amusement area.

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Family of tragic Luke back 
calls for heart screening 



THE parents of Luke 
Chapman, the Hagley boy 
who collapsed and died 
while playing rugby, have 
backed calls for a national 
heart screening programme. 

His father Matthew, aged 47, said: 
“A lot die young - 800 a year, which is 
a whole school.” 

The Chapmans have been advised 
that close relatives of Luke should be 
tested to find out whether his condi¬ 
tion could run in the family. 

Luke, 15, died from a sudden irregu¬ 


lar heartbeat while playing rugby for 
his school at Kidderminster in March. 

Halesowen 14-year-old Leon 
Mansell, met a similar fate in January 
last year, and fitness instructor Zoe 
Teale, of Cheslyn Hay, also died sud¬ 
denly. 

Birmingham Deputy Coroner Sarah 
Ormond-Walshe called for the Depart¬ 
ment of Health to consider a national 
heart screening programme after the 
inquest on Luke, of Meadowcroft. 

The Department says it will recon¬ 
sider the issue this year. 

Cardiac pathologist Dr Mary Shep¬ 
pard told the Birmingham inquest 


that 10 to 12 apparently healthy 
people aged under 35 died every week 
from sudden adult death arrhythmia - 
irregular heartbeat - in this country, 
often while doing sport. She said the 
figure could be 800 deaths a year. 

The charity Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY), which offers screening 
sessions, some in the West Midlands, 
says that in Italy, where testing is 
mandatory for all young people active 
in sport, the sudden cardiac death rate 
has been reduced by 90 per cent. 

The charity believes that everyone 
between 14 and 35 should have access 
to cardiac screening.

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Town's judo club basks in golden 
glow after Olympic Games success

KIDDERMINSTER’S Samurai 
Judo Club has been looking 
back at its own Olympic Games 
successes. 

Twelve members or former members of 
the club were involved in some way with 
the London games. 

Kelly Edwards, under 48kg, and Danny 
Williams, under 73 kg, both competed as 
part of Team GB. 

Club member Kate Walker, who had 
fought against a shoulder injury during 
the development period, narrowly 
missed a place in the team. 

But a number of the Samurai officials 
were involved in what has been one of the 
most successful Games ever. 

Stefan Newbury’s job at the athletes’ 
village started at 4.30am each day, as he 
was conducting the weigh-in for the judo 
players. 

Cameras 

Then he, his brother Ben, Sarah Biles 
and Archi Shrimpton were in the arena 
throughout the judo competition. Stefan 
was operating the electronic score- 
boards, which involved timing the con¬ 
tests and hold-downs, and recording the 
scores. 

Archi and Sarah were operating one of 
the cameras recording each contest so 
that any queries regarding scores or 
penalty actions could be reviewed by the 
refereeing jury. And Stefan was on the 
team which recorded the scores and 
penalties awarded in each contest. 

Stefan and Archi are among Britain ’s 
best young referees, both with ambitions 
to referee at Olympic level. 

Stefan’s younger brother Ben was in 
the IT team ensuring that the informa¬ 
tion recorded by Stefan was transmitted 
to appropriate computers. 


It all meant that Stefan, Ben, Archi 
and Sarah all had ringside seats through¬ 
out the competition. At one point Stefan 
was almost sandwiched between Russian 
President Valdimir Putin and Prime 
Minister David Cameron, with Ben 
behind Putin. 

They were also at times next to Lord 
Coe, Francois Hollande the President of 
France, and British foreign secrettary 
William Hague. 

Club chairwoman Sarah Newbury’s 
main job was as a member of the informa¬ 
tion team working in the athletes’ village 


and at the Excel centre. The team pro¬ 
vided team leaders and national Olympic 
commission representatives with all the 
information they needed. They also had 
to deal with such enquiries as where to 
buy a legal judo kit - it was surprising 
how many of the smaller countries came 
without one. 

Kate Walker’s mum was showing spec¬ 
tators which way to go and club member 
Carlene Hill did the same for the contest¬ 
ants. Amanda Curley and former club 
member Carol Leverton at the training 
venue made sure that all competitors had 


the right judo suits. And Malcolm 
Limrick, club president, was part of the 
sports information team with Sarah 
Newbury. Sarah said: “We are sad that 
the Olympics are over but excited that we 
are to go back for the Paralympics.” 

She added: “I feel so privileged to be 
able to say ‘I was there’. We have all 
smiled constantly for over two weeks.” 

Sarah Biles, the club’s vice-chair, 
described it as “an awe-inspiring experi¬ 
ence”. And Ben Newbury said it was “a 
once in a lifetime event”. 

Stefan Newbury described it as 


amazing, and Samurai Head Coach 
Andrew Haffner said: “The Olympics 
have been a great experience.”

Gardens between the 
Thames & the Kings Road.

zafira Tourer tows 
the line for quality 


FIRST things first - I don’t need a 
seven seater car and I don’t need to 
be able to tow a decent weight... 
but if I did the Vauxhall Zafira Tourer 
would be up there among con¬ 
tenders. 

This third-generation of the model hit our 
roads earlier this year and has continued its 
earlier success and built on it. Unlike some 
MPVs, it is full-size with plenty of space for 
seven, and also unlike other MPVs, it can 
actually tow a decent weight. In fact it was 
named this year’s Best MPV at Practical 
Caravan magazines’s Towcar Awards 2012. 

The Practical Caravan awards, backed by 
What Car? magazine and The Camping and 
Caravanning Club, are based on a vigorous 
and thorough towcar assessment. Each car is 
tested by a panel of eight judges for its towing 
ability, buying and owning costs, drive quality 


when not towing and practicality. 

“The Zafira Tourer really comes into its 
own when towing,” said awards judge Nigel 
Donnelly, Haymarket Outdoor Leisure 
Group’s editor-in-chief - digital. “At the legal 
limit and beyond the Zafira Tourer is a relax¬ 
ing car to tow with. With plenty of power and 
torque, the 2.0-litre engine pulled car and 
caravan from 30-60mph in 14.1 seconds. 
Braking showed the shortest stopping dis¬ 
tance in this class. The Zafira Tourer offers 
strong performance, good stability and space 
for seven.” 

“We’re delighted Zafira Tourer has won the 
Best MPV title at the Towcar Awards 2012,” 
said Peter Hope, Vauxhall’s marketing direc¬ 
tor. “The Towcar of the Year awards are an 
industry standard and by far the most presti¬ 


gious event in the caravanning calendar.” 

And while I didn’t test its towing capabili¬ 
ties the 2.0 litre version I drove certainly felt 
it had the capability to hitch up the ‘van’ for a 
summer holiday and leave you feeling pretty 
safe behind the wheel with the kids piled in 
the back. 

Flexibility 

But I did test some of Vauxhall’s flexibility 
claims by trying out a number of the options 
Flex7 seating system. There are several 
including ‘Lounge Seating’ on key models. 
When you want seven up the two seats at the 
very back come up out of the floor and the 
middle bench seat is now a set of three sepa¬ 
rate seats which are also each capable of 
folding and splitting into any number of com¬ 
binations. In addition the two outside seats 
slide backwards and inwards against the 
middle seat which folds to form two arm rests 
and gives plenty of space.Only downside to

seven up is the reduced boot space. But if you 
want to turn it into a load lugger put all the 
seats down to reveal 1,860 litres of space - 
more than enough for a trip to collect flat-pack 
from Ikea or clear the shed out and head for 
the tip. 

Staying on the inside materials are of a 
much better quality than the old model and 
the design means everyone gets a good view of 
outside from the light and airy cabin. This is 
made even better if you opt for a panoramic 
sunroof and the high-top windscreen 

There’s a choice of two petrol engines and 
three diesel. My car was the ecoflex with 
start/stop technology and I really could appre¬ 


ciate the difference in fuel consumption when 
chugging around town doing odd jobs and 
stopping off for shopping. Sitting at traffic 
lights just when they change at one of my 
regular routes can take some minutes and 
when the engine switches off it can make all 
the difference on your monthly fuel bill. 

Drivewise it was comfortable and coped well 
with the potholes on the B roads on my way 
into work and it smoothly made its way along 
the M54. 

Standard features across the four trim level 
range include: ESF| six airbags, air condition¬ 
ing, CD/MP3 player and cruise control - not 
bad with prices starting at £21,010.

Cousins’ furniture store opened its doors in Tyseley, 
Birmingham, on 17th August 1985. 

ORIGINS BACK TO 1921 

The original family business had been established in 
1921 and had originally specialised in selling items 
and materials reclaimed from household demolitions. 
It had sold such things as reclaimed timber, 19th 
Century fire surrounds and roll-top baths to builders, 
and also to private customers doing their own home 
improvements. 

The business then developed into a builders’ 
merchants, selling building materials, aggregates 
and, later, new fireplaces and baths, alongside the 
reclaimed items. Even at this early stage, they had 
built a private zoo on-site, which proved a huge at¬ 
traction for all ages and an unbelievable “ahead-of- 
time” marketing tool for the firm. 

As time moved on, the business began to sell house¬ 
hold electrical items and also furniture, which was to 
become the future of the business.

They purchased a 4 acre site on the A57, Regent Road 
at the end of the M602 in Salford and soon built an 
inspirational 90,000ft 2 new concept flagship store 
which stands just 1.5 miles from the centre of 
Manchester. The store offers the largest selection of 
furniture in the whole of the North-West, and offers 
impressive room set displays that set new standards in 
the furniture industry. 

The store has been acclaimed as England’s finest 
furniture store, attracting customers from across the 
North-West and regularly from Liverpool, Preston, 
Yorkshire and the Lake District. 

This flagship store also incorporates large lighting, 
picture and furniture accessories departments, plus a 
customer restaurant where you can contemplate your 
thoughts. 

NEW DISTRIBUTION CENTRE 

Due to the store’s resounding success, the Company 
has had to re-think its initial plans to trunk home de¬ 
liveries up the M6 from their Oldbury distribution 
centre. By Christmas 2005, they had opened a new 
33,000ft2 warehouse close to Manchester Airport on 
the M56 which now forms the hub of their North- 
West home delivery network. 

The success of the Manchester store’s venture into 
home accessories saw the appointment of a Home- 
wares Buyer, Samantha Gough in Summer 2008 
with the subsequent opening of new Homewares De¬ 
partments in the Tyseley Store, in the Midlands, in 
December 2008.

Richard now oversees the systems, 
warehousing, distribution and customer services func¬ 
tions.

Retail continues to evolve and is no longer just a 
bricks-and-mortar operation; increasing empha¬ 
sis is now being placed online with the internet and 
various social media channels. 2012 has seen a 
significant commitment and investment by Cousins 
toward enhancing their online presence and service.
